But fince our finfull negle& of pra- 
c& fing that which we know to be undoubtedly true and good, 
hath brought forth among us, through Gods juſt anger ſo great a 
dificulty now to know that which otherwiſe might be ſoone 
learnt, and hath divided us by a controverſie of great impor- 
canceindeed, but of no hard folucion, which is the more our pu- 
nifhment, I reſolv*d (of what ſmall moment ſoecyer I might be 
thought) to ſtand on that fide where I ſaw both the plain autori- 
_ ty of Scripture leading, and the reaſon of juſtice and equity per- 
(wading ; with this opinion which eltcemes ic more unlike a 
Chriſtian to be a cold neuter in the cauſe of the Church, then the 
law of S-lon made it puniſhable aftera ſedition in the State. And 
becauſe I obſerve that feare and dull diſpofition, lukewarmencſTe 
& {1th are not ſeldomer wont toxloak themſelves under the affe- 
Red name of moderation, then true and lively zeale is cuſtoma- 
bly diſparcg'd with the terme of indiſcretion, bitterneſſe, and 
choler, I could not tomy thinking honor a good caule more from 
the heart, then by defending it earneſtly, as oft as I could judge 
jt to behoove me, notwithſtanding any falſe name that could be 
invented to wrong, or undervalue an honeſt meaning. Wherein 
alchough I have not doubted tofingle forth more then oncesfuch 


of them as were thought the chiete and moſt nominated oppo-

ſers on the other ide, whomno manelſe undertooke: if I have 
| done well either to beconfident of the:truth, whoſe force is'beſt 
ſcene apainſ the ableſt reſiſtance, or to be jealous and tender of 
the hurt that might be done amongthe weaker'by the'intrappiog 
autority of great names titi'd to falle opinions, or thatit heJaw- 
full 8 :ttribute ſomewhat to guifts of Gods imparting, which I 
boaſt not, but thankfully acknowledge, and feare alſo.left at my 
certaine account they be recxon d to me many rather then few, or 


it laftly it be but juſtice not to detraud of due efteeme the weari- 


ſome labours and ſtudious watchings , wherein I have (pent and 
tir'd out almoſt a whole youth, I ſha!l not diftruſt to be acquitted 
of preſumption, Knowing that it heretofore all ages have receav'd 
with favour and good acceptance the earlieſt induſtry of him chat 


hath beene hopefu!l, it were but bard meaſure now, if the free- 


dome of any time!y ſpirit ſhould be oppreſt meerely by the big 
and blunted fame of his elder adverſary ; and that his ſufficiency 
maſt be now ſentenct, not by pondering the reaſon heſhewes, 


| but by calculating the yeares he brings. However, as my pur> 


poſe is not, nor hath beene formerly, to looke on my adverſary 
abroad, through thedeceaving glafſe of other mens great opini- 
on of him, but at home, where I may finde him in the proper 
light of his owne worth, ſo now againſt the rancor of an evill 
tongue, from which I never thought fo abſurdly, as that I of all 
men ſhould be exempt, I muſt be forc't ro proceed from the un- 
fained and diligent inquity of mine owne conſcience at home 
(tor better way Tknow not, Readers) to give a more true account 
of my felfe abroad then this modeſt Confuter, as hecalls him- 


ſelfe, hath given of me. Albeit that in doing this I ſhall be fen-. 
fible of two things which to me will be nothing pleaſant; the 


one is, that not unlikely I fhall be thonght too much a party in 


mine owne cauſe, and therein to ſee leaſt ; the other, that I ſhall.

{iience and ſufferance, and honeſt deeds ſer againft diſhoneſt 
words. Aqd that I coull at thistime moſt caſily, and ſecurely,

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defpaireto win beliete. Whether I conſider both the foolſh con- 
triving, and ridiculous aiming of theſe his flanderous bolts, 
ſhot ſo wide of any ſuſpicion to be taltr'd on me, that I have oft 
with inward. contentment perceav'd. my friends congratulating 
themſelves in my innocence, and my enemiesalham'd of their 
partners folly, Or whether 1 look at thele preſent times wherein 
molt men now ſcarce permitted the liberty to think over their 
owne concernments. have remov'd the feat of their thoughts 
more outward to the expeQation of publick events. Or whether 


the examples of men, either noble or rei1gious; Who have fat 
 downe lately. with a meeke filence and ſufferanceun er many li« 


bellous endorſements, may bea ruleto others, I might well ap= 


peaſe my ſelf to put up any reproaches in ſuch an honourableſo- 


Cicty of fellow-iufferers uling no other defence. And were it that 
{lander would be content to make an end where ic fir fixes, and 
not ſeek to caſt out the like infamy upon each thing that hath but 


any relation to the perſon traduc't, I ſhould have pleaded againſt 


this Confuter by no other advocates, then thoſe which I firſt 
commended, Silence, and Sufferance, and ſpeaking deeds againſt 
faltering words. But when I diſcern'd his intent was not fo 
much to ſmite at me, as through meto render odions the truth 


which I bad written, and to ſtaine with 1 gnominy that Evane 


gelick doQrine which oppoſes the tradition of Prelaty, I con- 
ceav'd my ſelfe to be now not as mine own perſon, but as a mem- 
ber incorporate into that truth whereof I was perſwaded, and 
whereof I had declar'dopenly to bea partaker. Whereupon I 
thought it my duty, if notto my lelfe, yet to the religious cauſe 
I had in hand, not to leaveon my garment the leaſt ſpot, or ble- 
miſh in good name ſo long as God ſbould give meto ſay that 
which might wipe it off.

may be thought in writing the Animadvertions, was not my Jak 
Care to conlider , if I ſhould reſt under theſe reproaches having 
che ſame common adverſary with them, ic might be counted 
ſmall credit fortheir cauſe to have found ſuch an afliftant, as this 
babler hath devis'd me. What other thing in his buok there js

As for others who notwithſtanding whatI can allege have yet 
decreed to miſ-interpret the i:tents of my reply , I ſuppoſe they 
would have tound as many cauſes to have miſconceav'd the rea- 
ſons of my ſilence. 


O beginne therefore an Apology for thoſe animadverſions

nw, fince the Preſace, which was purpoſely fet before thei, is 
not theught apologeticall anough ; it will be beſt to acquaint ye, 
Readers, before other things, what the meaning was to write 
them in that manner which I did. For Ido not look to be askt 
wherefore I writ the book, it being nodifficulty to anſwer that 
I] did it to thoſe ends which the beſt men propole to themſelves 


when they.wrice. But wherfore in that manner negleQing the 


maine bulk of all that ſpecious antiquity, which might tanne 
children , but not men, I choſe rather to obſerve ſome kinde of 
military advantages to await him at his forragings, at his wa» 
trings, and when ever he felt himſelfe ſecure to ſolace his veine 
in derifion of his more ferivys opponents» And herelet me have 
pardon , Readers', if the cerembrance of that which he hath li 
cenCt himſclte to utter contemptuouſly of thoſe reverend men 
provoke me to doe that over againe which ſome expe | ſhould 
excule a3 r00 freely done; {incel have two provocations, his la« 
-reſt inſulting in his ſhort anſwer, and their finall patieuce. Ihad 
no fear but that the authors of Swe&ymnus to all the ſhew of ſo- 
lidity wbich the Remonſtrant could bring, were prepar'd both 


with skill and purpoſe to returne a ſuffizing anfwer, and were 


able anough to lay the duſt and pudderin antiquity , which he 
and his, out of ſtratagem, are went to raiſe ; but when I ſaw his 
weake arguments headed with ſharpe taunts, and that his defigne 
was, if he could not refute them, yet at leaſt with quipsand ſnap- 
ping adagies to vapour them out, which they bent only upon 
the buſineſſe were minded to let pafſe, by how much I aw them 
tating little thought for their own injuries, I muſt confeſfc I took 
ir 25 my part thelcfſero endure that my reſpeRed friends through

no worſe an author then: Gregory Nyfſes, who mentioning his 
ſharpnefle againſt Exmomins in the defence of his brochet Baſil, 
holds bimfelte 1rreprovable in that it was wor for him/elfe, but 51: 
the canſe of his brother ; and in ſuch caſes, faith he, perhaps it 5s wor- 


thier pardon to be angry, thento be coolers And whereas this Con- 


futer taxes the whole d:\courſe of levity, I ſhall ſhew ye, Readers, 
whereloever it ſhall be obje&ed in particular that I have anſwer'd 
wich as little lightneſſe as the Remouſtrant hath given example, 
I have not beene ſo light as the palme ofa Biſhop which is the 
lighteſt thing in the world when he brings out his book of Ordi- 


natien: For then contrary to that which is wont in releaſing our 


of priſon, any one that will pay his fees 18 Jayd hands on. Ano- 
ther reaſon, it would not be amiffe though the Remonſtrant 
were told, wherefore he was in that uruſuall manner beleaguer'd ; 
and this was it, to pluck out ofthe heads of his admirers the con- 
ceit that all whoare not Prelaticall, are grofſe-headed, thick 
witted, illiterat , ſhallow. Can nothing then but Epiſcopacy 


teaclt men to ſpeak good Engliſh, to pick &-order a ſet of words 
judicioufly? Maſt we Jearne from Canons and quaint Sermo- 
nings interlin'd with barbarous Latin toillamina period, to 


wreathan Enthymema wh maiftrous dexterity? Irather encline, 
as T have heard it obſerv d, that a Jeſuits Italian when he writes, 
isever naught, though he be borne and bred a Florentine, ſo to 


_ thinke that from like cauſes we may go neere toobſerye the ſame 


In the ſtile of a Prelat. For doubtleffe that indeed according to 
art is moſt eloquent, which returnes and approaches neereſt to 
nature from whence it came; and they exprefſe nature beſt, who 
in their lives leaſt wander from her fateleading, which may be 
call'd regenerate reaſon. So that how he ſhould be truly eloquent 
who is not withall a good man, 1 ſeenot. Never the lefſe as oft 
as-is to bedealt with men who pridethemſclves in their ſuppo- 
ſed art, to leave the unexcuſable wherin they will not be better'd 
there be of thoſe that eſteeme Prelaty a figment, who yet can 


pipe, ifthey can dance, vor will be unfurniſhc to ſhew'that what 
the Prelats 'admire-and Have nor, others have and admire not.

The knowledge whereof, and not of that only, but of what the 
Scripture.teacheth us how. we ought to withſtand the perverters 
of the. Goſpell were thoſe other motives which gave the animad- 
verſions no leave to remit a continuall vehemence throughout the 
book. For as in teaching, doubtleſſe the Spirit of mceknefle js 
moft powerfull, ſo are the mecke only tit perſons to be taught - 
as for the proud, the obſtinate, and falſe DoCors of mens devi- 
ces, be taught they will not z but diſcove'd and laid open they 
mult be. F or how can they admit of teaching who bave the con- : 
demnation of God already upon them for retuſing divine inftru= 
Fion ; that is, to be fik'd nh ther own devices, as inthe Pro- 
verbs we may reade; therefore we may ſafely imitate the me- 
thod that God uſes; with the froward to; be froward, and to 
throw ſcorne wpon the [corner , whom if any thing, nothing elſe 
will heale. And it rhe righteous ſhall laugh at the aeſiruftion of the 
«1godly, they may allo laugh at their pertinacious and incurable 
- obſtinacy, and at the ſame time be moy'd with deteſtation of 
aheir ſeducing malice, who imploy all their wits to defend a Pre- 
laty uſurps, and to deprave that juft government , which pride 
and ambition partly by fine fetches and pretences, partly by 
force, hath fhoulder'd out of the Church. And againſt ſuch kind 
of deceavers openly and earneſtly to proteſt, leſt any one ſhould 
be inquiſitive wherefore this or that man is forwarder then o- 
thers, let him know that this office .gocs not by ave, or youth, 
bur to whomſoever God ſhall give apparently the will, the Spi- 
rit, and the utrerance. Ye have beard the reaſons for which I 
thought not my ſelte exempted from aſſociating with good men 
in their labours coward the Churches wellfare ; to whichif any T 
one brought oppoſition, I brought my beſt re{iRance. If in re- £ 
Quitall of this and for that I have not been negligent toward the 
reputation of my friends, I have gain'd a name beftuck, or as I 
©  - may fay, bedeckt with thereproachesand reviles of this modeſt 
Confuter, ic ſhall be to me neither ſtrange, nor unwelcome; as 
that which could not come in a better time. ne 
Havizg render'd an account,whatinduc'tmeto write thoſe ans 
imadverſtons in that manner as I writ them, 1 come now to ſee 
what the confutatio hath to ſay againlt thE;but ſo as the confuter 2 
ſhall hear firſt whar I haveto ſay againſt his confuration. And bes f 
Caite he pretends to be a great CON jecor at other men by their 
writings, T will not faile to give ye, Readers, a preſent taſte of 
Es him

him from his own title ; hung our like a 'toling figne-poſt to call 
paſſengers, not ſimply a confuration but a modeſt confutation with 
a laudatory of it ſelfc obtruded in thevery firſt word. Whereas 
a modeſt ticle ſhould only informe the buyer what the book cOn= 
caines without furder inſinuation, this officious epithet ſo haſtily 
aſſuming the modeſty w® others areto judge of by reading, nor 


| the author to anticipate to himſelf by foreſtalling, isa ſtrong pre- 


ſumption that his mod:ſy ſer there to ſale in the frontiſpice, is 


| not much addifted to bluſh. A furer figne of kis loſt ſhame he 


could not have given, then ſeeking thus unſeaſonably to prepol- 
ſelſe men of his modeſty. And fſecing he hath neither kepr his 
word iy the ſequel, nor omitted any kinde of boldnefle in flan- 
dering, tis manifeſt his purpoſe was only to rub the forehead of 
kis title with this word 9-99-fF, that he night nor want colour to 
be the more impudent throughout his whole confutation. Next 
what can equally favour of injultice, and plaine arrogance, as to 
prejudice and foreconde:mne his adverfary in the title for ſlandee 
rous and ſcerrilons, and as the Remonſtrants faſhion is, tgf frivo- 
lous, tedions, and falſe, not ſtaying till the Reader can hear him 
prov'd fo in the following diſcourſe 3 Which is one cauſe of a ſu- 
ſpicion rhat in ſerting forth this pamplet the Remonſtrant was 
notunconſulted with ; thus his firſt addrefſe was an humble Re- 
m91trance by adatifall ſon of the Church, almoſt as it he had ſaid 
her white-boy. His next was a defence (a wonder how it ſcapt 
ſome praijing adjunE) againſt the frivolous and falſe exceptions of 


| Smellymnus, fitting in the chaire of his Title page upon his poore 


calt adverſaries both as a Judge and Party, and that before the 
jury of Readers can be impannell'd. His laſt was A Port auſwer 
ro a tedious indication; 1ſolittle can he ſuffer a man to meaſure ei- 
ther with his eyeor jadgement, what is ſhort or what tedious 


without his preoccupying dire&ion : and from hence is begot- 


en this modeſt confeutation againſt a ſlanderous and [currilous libell. 
I conceave, Readers, much may be greſt at the man and his book, 
wha: depth there is, by the framing of his title, which being in 
this Remonſtrant ſo raſh, and unadviſed as ye ſee, I conceit him 
to be neere a kin to him who ſet forth a Paſhon Sermon with a 
formall Dedicatory in great letters to our Saviour. Although I 
know that a!l we do ought to begin and end to his praiſe and glo- 
ry, yet to inſcribe him ina void place with flonriſhes, as a man 
in complement uſes to trick up the name of ſome Eſquire, Gentle-

man, or Lord Paramount at Common Law, to be his hook-pa- 
tron with the appendan- form of a ceremoni..us preſentment, wil 
ever appeare among the judicious to be but a1) = in/uls and fri- 
gid aftcQation. As no lefle was that before h1s bouk againſt the 
Ewenits to write a Letcer toa proſopopea a certain rheturiz'd 
woman whom he calls mother, and complains ot ſome that laid 
whoredome to her charge ; ind certainly hd he foldec his Epi- 
ftle with a ſuperſcription to be deliver d to that female figure by 
any Poſt or Carrier who werenota Ubiquitary , it had beene a 
moſt miraculous greeting. We finde the Primitive DuRors as oft 
as they writ to Churches, ſpeaking to them as ro a number 
of faithfull brethren and ſons, and not to make a cloudy tranſ- 
migration of ſexes in ſuch a familiar way of writing as an Er iſtle 
ought to be, leaving the track of common adreſſe, torunneup, 
a1d tread the aire in metaphoricall. compellations, and many 
fond utterances better let alone. But | ſep againe to this embla- 
z.oner of his Title page (whether it be the fs man ornolT leave. 
it in the midſt) and here I finde him pronouncing without res 
prieve thoſe animadverfions to be a ſlanderows and [currilous libel. 
TowhichlI, Readers, thatthey are neither ſ]:aderous, nor ſcur« 
rilous , will anſwer in what place of his book he hall be found 
with reaſon, and nor inke only in his mouth. Nor can it be a li- 
bell more then his owne, which is both namelefle, and full of 
Nanders, and if in this that it freely ſpeaks of things amiſſe j iInre- 
| ligion, buteltabliſht by a& of State, I ſee not how Wick/effe and 
Luther, with all che birt Martyrs, and reformers, could avoid 
che! imputation of libelling. I never thought the humane frailty 
of erring in caſes of religion infamy to a State, no more thento a 
Councell; it had therefore beene neicher civill, nor Chriſtianly, 
to derogate the honour of the State for that caule, cially 
when I ſaw the Parlament it ſelfe piouſly and magnanimouſly 
bent to ſuppiy and reforme the defe&s and overſights of their 
forefathers, which to the godly and repentant ages of the Jewes 
were ofcen matter of humble confeſſing and bewailing, not of 
confident aſſerting and maintaicing. Of the State therefore I 
found good reaſon to ſpeak all honourable things, and to Joyne 
in petition with good men that pecitron'd : but againſt the Pre- 
lats who were the only ſeducers and mil-leaders ot the State to 
.conſt'tute the government of the Church not rightly, me thoughe 
Thadnory chemence anough. And taus, Readers, by the exam- 
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ple which: kee hath ſer mer Lhave givenyee two or three notes of

ye; and although I tell hina keen truth, yer he may beare with 4 
me, {ince I am like to chate himinto ſome good knowledge, and 
others, I truit, ſhall not miFſpend their leaſure.

it his firſt buſineſſe to tamper with his Reader by ſycophanting 
and miſnaming the worke of his adverſary.

| Scenes betweene the Prelats and the Smetlymnuans, Wherein while 
he is ſo overgreedy to fix a name of 11 ſound upon anuther,, note 
how Kupid he is to expoſe himſelte , or his own friends to the 
ſame ignominy ; likening thoſe grave controverſies to a piece of 
9--/gery, or Scene-worke where his owne Remonſtrant whether 

in Buskin or Sock muſt of all right be counted the chiefe Player, 

be it boaſting Thraſo, or Daviu that trenbles all things, or one 
who can ſhift inco any ſhape, I meddle not ; let him explicate 
Who hath reſembl'd che whole argument to a Comedy, for 7ra- 
gicalh he lays, were too omwmonse Nor yet doth he tell us what a 
Mime is, whereof we have no pattern from ancient writers ex- 
cept lome fragments, which containe many acute and wiſe ſen- 
tences. And this we know in Laertims,that the Mimes of Sophror 
were of ſuch reckning with Plato, as to take them nightly to 
read on and after make them his pillow. Scaliger deſcribes a 

. Mime cobe a Poem imitating any ation tofticreup laughter. But 
this being neither Poem,, nor-yet ridiculous, how is it but abu- 
 ively taxt to be a Mime. Forit every book which-may by chance 

_ eXCliteto laugh here and there, muſt be term'd thus, then may the 
Dialogues of Pars, who for thoſe his writings hath obrain'd 
the ſarname of Divine, be eſteem'd as they are by that detrafor 
in Atheners, no better then Mimes. Becauſe there is ſcarce one 
of them, eſpecially wherein ſome notable Sophilter lies ſweating 
 andturmoyling under the inevitable, and mercilefle dilemma's 
of Socrates, but thattiee who reads, were it Saturne himſelfe, 

_ would be often rob'd of more then a ſmile. And whereas he tels 
 usthat Scurrilonus ime was a perſonated grim lowring foole , his

of that vertue which abhorres the ſociety of Bordello's. 
Thus trom the Laureat fraternity of Poets, riper yeares, and the 
ceaſclefſe round of ſtudy and reading led me to the ſhady ſpaces 
of philoſophy, but chiefly to the divine volumes of Plato,and his 
equall Xeophonu.

Remonſtrant feard had been againſt him, and now he may ſee is 
| for him. Yow that love (rift , ſaith he, and know this miſcreant 
 wretch, ſtone him to death, left you ſmart for his impunity. What 
thinks the Remonſtrant? does he like that ſuch words as theſe 
ſhould come out of hisſhop, out of his Trojan horſe? to give 
the watch word like a G nifan of Paris to a mutiny or maffacre 
to proclame a Cry/ada againſt his fellow Chriftiannow In this 
troublous and divided time of the Kingdome ? if hedo, I ſhall 
 fay that to be the Remonſtrant is no better then to be a Jeſuic, 

And that if he and his accomplices could do as the rebels have 
done in Frelazd to the Proteſtants, they won!d doin England 
the ſame to them that would no Prelats. For a more ſeditious 
and Butcherly Speech no Cell of Loyola could have belch'c a- 
gainſt one who in all his writing ſpake not, that any mans skin 
{bould be rais'd. And yet this curſing Shi: a hurler of Rones,as 
well asa rayler, wants not the face inftantly tomake as though 
he 4:/pair d of vittory unleſſe a modeſt defence would get it him, Did 
Lerreatall, Readers, to foretell ye, when firſt I met with his 
title, that the epithet of modeſt there , was a certaine red por- 
tending figne, that he meant ere long to be moſt tempeſtuouſly 
bold, . and ſhamelefſe ? Neverthelefle be dares wot ſay but there 
way be hidin his nature as much venemons Atheiſme and profanati« 
9, as he thinks, hath broke out at his adverſaries lips, but he hath 
not the ſoarerunzing upon him, as he weuld 1ntimate Thave. Now 
cruſt me not, Readers, if I be not already weary of pluming 
and footing this Seagull, ſo open he lies to ſtrokes ; and never 
offers at another, but brings home the dorre upon kimſelfe. For 
if the ſore be running upon me, in all judgement I have ſcape 
the diſeaſe, but he who hath as much infeRtion hid in him, as 
ke hath voluntarily confeſt, and cannot expell it, becauſe hee 
is dull, for venomous Atheiſme were zo treaſure to be kept with- 
in him elſe, let him take the part hee hath choſen, which 
muſt needs follow , to ſwell and burſt with his owne inward

Seft. x. But marke, Readers, there is a kind of Juſtice obſery'd 
among them that do evill, but this man loves injuſtice inthe ve- 
ry order of his malice. For havingall this while abus'd the good

lence hath been done, ſayes he, to the perſon of a holy, audreligions 


Prelat* To which, ſomething 1n cfteR to what S. Paulanſwer'd 
of A BANGAS, I anſwer 5 F4 wiſt N0t brethren that he was a holy and ro 
[izionsPrelat; for evill is written of thoſe who would be Prelate. 
And finding him thus in diſguiſe without his ſuperſcription or 
PhylaBtery either of holy or Prelat, it were nofinne to ſerve him 


as Longchamp Biſhop of Elie was ſerv d in his diſguiſe at Dover; 
He hath begun the meaſure nameleſfſe, and when he pleaſes we 


may all appeare as weare» And let him be then what he will, be 
ſhall be to me ſo as I finde him principl'd. For neither muſt Pre- 
lat or Arch-Prelat hope to exempt himſelfe from being reckon'd 


a8 one of the vulgar; which is forhim only to hope whom true 


wiſdome and the contempt of vulgar opinions exempts, it being 
taught us in the Plalmes that he who is in hanour and underſtan- 
deth nor is as the beaſts that periſh. And now firſt the manner of 
handling that cauſe which I undertook, hethinks s- {8jpiciont, as 


_ if the wiſeſt, and the beſt words were not ever to Tome orother 
- ſuſpicious. But where is the offence, the difagreement from Chri- 


ſian meeknefſe , or the precept of Solomon in anſwering folly 2 


When the Remonſtrant talks of froth and /cum, I tell him there is 


none, and bid him ſpare his Ladle : when he brings in the meſſe 
with Keale, Beef, and Breweſſe, what ſtemack in Eng/andcould 
forbeare to call for flanks and briskets ? Capon and whitebroth 
having becne likely ſometimes in the ſame roome with Chrif 


_ andhis Apoſtles, why does it trouble him that it ſhould be now 


5 the ſame leafe, elpecially, where the diſcourſe is not continu'd 
but interrupt? And let him tell me, is he wont to ay grace, 
doth he not then name holieſt names over the ſteame of coftlieft 


| ſaperfluities ? Docs he judge ir fooliſh or diſhoneſt to write thit 


among religious things , which when he talks of celigious things 
he can devoutly chew ? 1s he afraid to name Chriſt where thoſe 
things are written in the ſame leafe whom he fears not toname 
while the ſame things arein his mouth ? Doth not Chriſt kim- 
ſelfe teach the higheſt things by the fimilitude of 0/4 borrles and 
patcht cleaths ? Doth he not illuſtrate beſt things by things moſt 
evill? his own comming to be as a thirfe #n the night, and the righ- 

| | teous 
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teous Mans wi/dome to that of an unjuſt Steward ! He might there» 
fore have done better to have kept in h# canting beggars andbeas 
they Altar to facrifice his thredbare criticiſme of Boweheehus ty 
an unſeaſonable Goddefle fie for him call'd Importunity, and 
have reſerv'd his Greek derivation till he JeCture to his freſh men, 
for here his itching pedantry is but flouted. - 
Butto the end that nothing may be omitted which may furder 
fatisfic any conſcionable man, who notwithftanding what T 
could explaine before the animadverfions, remains yetunfatisfi'd 
concerning that way of writing which I there defended, bue 
this confuter whom it pinches, utterly diſapproves, I ſhall aſfay 
once againe, and perhaps with more fuccefſc. It therefore the 
- exeſtion were in oratory, whether a vehement vein throwing out 
| indignation, or ſcorn upon an obje& that merits it , were among 
XY the apteſt 1d:as of ſpeech to be allow'd, it were my work, and 
| that an eaſie one to make it cleare both by the rules of beſt rheto- 
ricians, and the famouſeſt examples of the Greek and Roman 
Orcations. But ſince the Religion of it is diſputed, and not the 
art, I ſhall make uſe only of ſuch reaſons and autorities, as re- 
ligion cannot except agaiaſt. It will be harder to gainfay, then 
for me to evince that in the teaching of men diverſly temper'd 
different wayes are to be try'd, The Baptiſt we know was a ſtrif&& 
man remarkable for aufterity and ſet order of jife. Our Saviour 
who had all gifts in him was Lori1rto cxpreſle his indoArinating 
power in what ſort bim belt.ſcem'd ; ſometlmes by a milde and 
familiar converſe, ſometimes with plaine and impartialf home- 
ſpeaking regardleſſe of thoſe whom the auditors might think ke 
ſhold have had in morereſpeC&t ; otherwhiles with bitter and 
ircfa}l rebukes if not te:ching yet leaving excuſcleſfſe choſe his 
OO. 'wiltall impugners- What was all in bim, was divided am 
x many others the teachers of his Church 3 ſorae to be fevere and ; 
ever ofa fad gravity that they may win ſuch, & check ſometimes : 
thoſe who be of nature oyzr-conkdent and jocond ; others were 1 
ſent mere cheeretull, free, and fill as 1t were atlarpe, inthe 
midit of anunrreſpatting honeſty ; that they who areſo temper'd 
may have by whom they might be drawne to {alvation, and they 
who are t0 ſcrupulous, and dejezd of ſpirit might be often 
ſtrength: d with wite confoiations ad revivings : no man being 
forc't wholly to diflolve that groundwork ot nature which God 
ercated in him, the ſanguine to empty out all his ivciable live- 
lincſle, 
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fineſſe, the cholerick to expell quite the unſianing predominance 


of his anger; but thate:ch radicall humour and paſſion wrought 


upon and corrcAcd as it ought,might be made the proper mould 
and foundation of every mans peculiar guifts, and vertues. Some 
alſo were indu'd with a ſtaid moderation, and ſoundnefle of ar- 
girment to teach and convince the rationall and fober-minded ; 
ye not therefore that to be thought the only expedient courle 


of teaching, for in times of op»oſfition when cither againſt ne:y 


herefies ariſing, or old corruptions to be reform'd this coole un- 
pallionate mildneffe of poftrive wifdome is not anough ro damp 
and aſtoniſh the proud reſiſtance ofcarnall, and falls Do&ors , 
then (that I may have leave to ſoarea while as the Poets uſ:) 
then Z:ale whole ſubſtance is ethereal, arming in compleat dia- 
mond aſcends his ffery Chariot drawn with two blazing Mete- 


ors figur'd like beaſts, bur of a higher breed then any the Zodiack 


yeilds, reſembling wo of thoſe tour which Fzechicl and S. Jobs 
ſaw, the one viſag'd like a Lion to expreſſe power , high autori- 
ty and indignation, the other of count'aance like a man to caſt 


derifion and ſcorne upon perverſe and fraudulent ſeducers; with 


theſe the invincible warriour Zcale ſhaking looſely the ſlack reins 
drives over the heads of Scarlet Prelats , and ſuch asare infolent 
to maintaine traditions, bruſing their Riffe neck; winder his fla» 
ming wheels. Thus did the true Prophers of old combat with 
che falſe; thus Chriſt himſelfe the fountatne of meekneſle found 
acrimony anough to be till galling and vexing the Prel ticall 


_ Phariſees. But ye will fay theſe had immediat warrant from God 


to be thus bitter, and I fay, ſo much the plainlier is it prov'd, 
that there may be a ſanQifn'd bitternefſe againſt the enemies of 


_ eruth. Yet that ye may not think inſpiration only the warrant 


thereof, but that it is as any other vertue, of morall and generall 
obſervation, the example of Zzther may ſtand for all : whom 
God made choice of before others to be of higheſt eminence and 
power in reforming the Church ; who not of revelation, but of 
judgement writ ſo vehemently againſt the chicfe defenders of old 
untraths in the Romiſh Church, that his own friends and fa- 
vourers were many times offended with the fiercenefle of his ſpi- 
cit; yet he being cited before Charles the fifth to anfiver for his 
books, and having divided them into three ſorts, wh:reofone 
was of thoſe which he had ſharply written, refus'd rhough 
upon deliberation giv'n him to retraRt Or unſay any word ti here- 
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in; as we may reade in S$/:i4:», Yea he defends his eagerneſſe, as 
betug of 4% ardent ſpirit, ani one who conld not write a dull flile:and 
athrm'd hee thought it Gods will to have the inventions of men 


rhus laid open, ſeeing that matters quietly handled , were quickly- 


forgot. And herewirhall how aſetfull and available God had 
made this tart rhetorick in the Churches cauſe, he often found by 
his owne experience. For when he betook himlſelte to lenicy 
and moderation, as they call it, he reapt nothing but contempe 
both from Cajctan and Eraſmus, from Coclews, from Ecchizs and 


others, inſomuch that blaming his friends who had ſo counlſel'd 


him, he reſole'd-never to runne into the like error ; if at other 
times he feeme to excuſe his vehemence, as more then what was 


meer, I have not cxamin'd through his works to know how farte 
he gave way to his owne fervent minde; it ſhall ſuffice me to 
 Joocketo mine own. And this I ſhall eaſily averre though it may. 

ſeeme a hard ſaying, that the Spirit of God whois purity it ſelfe, 


when he would reprove any fault ſeverely., or butrelate things 
done or ſaid with indignation by others. abſtainsnot from ſome 
words not Civill at other times to be ſpok'n. Omitting that place 
in Numbers at the killing of Zimri ard Cosbidone by Phineas in 


the heigth of zeal, related as the Rabbines expound, not without 


an obſcene word, we may finde in Deuteronomy and three of 
the Prophets, where God denouncing bitterly the-puniſhments 


_ of Idolaters, tels them in a terme immodeft to be utter'd in coole 


blood, that their wives ſhall be defil'd openly. Bur theſe, they 


will ſay were honeſt words in that age when they were ſpok'n. 
Which is more then any Rabbin can prove, and certainly had 


God been fo minded , he could have pickt ſuch words, as ſhould 


never have come into abuſe. What will they ſay to this. David 
2oing againſt Nabal, in the very ſame breath when he had but 
Jult before nam'd the »ame of God, he vowes not 70 leave any alive 
of Nabals houſe that pifſeth againſt the wall, But this wat unadvi- 
ſedly ſpoke, you will anſwer, and ſet downe to aggravate his in- 
firmity, Turne then to the firft of Kings where God himſelfe 
tres the phraſe ; I will cut off from Teroboam him that piſſeth againſt 
thc wall, Which had it beene anunſeemely ſpeech inthe heat of 
an earneft expreſſion, then we muſt conclude that Jonathan, or 
Onk«los the Targumiſts were of cleaner language then he thar 
made the tongue ; for they render it as briefly, 7 will cur off alt 
who are at yeares of diſcretion, that is to ſay ſo much diſcretion ag 
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to hide nakedaefſe. Whereas Golwho is the author both of pin 


rity and eloquence, choſe this phraſe as ſittelt tn that vei:ment 
charafter whercin he ſpake. Otherwiſe that plaine word wigh” 
have eafly bin forborne, Which the Adas rerbs and Rat bini- 
call Schliafts not well attending, have often 1s'd to blurre the 
margent with Keri, inſtead of Ketiv , and-gave us this 104111! 
rule out of their Talmyd, That al! words which in the Law ave writ 
ob:cenely, muſt be chang'd to more civill words Fools who would 
tzach men to ſpeak more'decently then God thought good to 
write. And thus Trake it to be manifeſt, that indigaation againl! 
men and theie ations notoriouſly bad; hath leave and autority 
oft times to utter ſuch words and phraſes as in common talke 
were not ſo mannerly to ufe. That ye may know, not only as 
the Hiſtorian ſpeaks, rhar all rhofe things for which men ployg”, 
bil, or ſaile, obey vertue, but that al! words and whatſoever may 
be ſpoken ſhall at ſome time in an unwonted manner wait upon 
her purpoſes —{\ T 
Now that the confutant may alſo know as he defites, what 
force of teaching there is ſomerimes in laughter, I ſhallreturne 
-him in ſhort, that laughter being one way * anſwering ef Fool: 
According to hu folly, teaches two ſorts of perſons, firſt the Foole 
.-bimſelfe nor to be wiſe in his own conceit ; as Salomon afficms,which 
is Ccertainely a great document, to make an unwiſe man know 


-himſelte. Next, ic teaches the hearers, in as much as ſcorne is one. 


of thoſe puniſhments which belong to men carnally wiſe, which 


is oft- in Scripture declar'd ; for when ſuch are puniſht the ſmiple 


are therebymadewiſe, it Salomons rule betrue. And I would ask, 


to what end Eliah mockt the falſe Prophets ? was ic to thew his. 


wic, or to fulfill his humour ? doubtlefle we cannot imagine that 
great ſervant of God had any other end in all which he there 


Jid,bur to teach and inſtruR the poore miſledde people. And we 
may frequently reade, that many of the Martyrs in the midſt of 


their. tronbles, were not ſparing co deride and ſcoffe their ſu- 
perſticious perſecutorr. Now may the confutant adviſe agaire 


with Sir Francis Bacon whethef El;jah and the Ma'tyrs did we!l 


to turne. religion into a Comedy, or Satir; ts rip vp the wownds 
of Idolatry and Superſtition with a lavwghi-g countentnce. fo that 
for pious gravity his author here is matcht and gvermatcht, and 


for wit and morality in one that followes.

Butleſt ſome may haply think,or thus expoſtulat wich 
me after all this debatement , who made you the buſie Almoner 
to deale about this dole of laughter and reprehenfion which no 
man thanks your bounty for?To the urbanity of that man I ſhold 
anſwer much after this fort? That I, friend objeRer, having 
read of heathen Philoſophers, tome to have taught, that whoſo- 
ever would but uſe his eare to liſten, might heare the voice of his 
guiding Genizs ever before him, calling and a81t were pointing 
to that way which is his part to follow; others, as the Sto- 
icks, to account reaſon, which they call the Hegemoxicon, to 


be the common Aercary conduRing without error thoſe thay 


give themſelves obediently to be led accordingly, having read 
this, I could not eſteeme ſo poorly of the faith which I profeſle, 


thac God had left nothing to thoſe who had forſaken all other 


dodrines for his, to be an inward witnefle, and warrant of whar 
they haveto do, as that they ſhould need to meaſure themſelves 
by other mens meaſures how to give ſcope, or limitto their pro= 
per a&ions; for that were to make us the moſt at a ſtand, the 
moſt unceitaineand accidentall wanderers In our doings, of all 
religions in the world. So that the queſtion ere while mov'd 
who he is that ſpends thus the beneyolence of laughter and re» 
proofe fo liberally upon ſuch men as the Prelats, may reture 
with a more juſt demand, who he is not of place and knowledge 
never ſo mean, under whoſe contemptand jerk theſe men are not 
deſervedly falne ? neither can religion receive any wound by 


diſgrace thrown upon the Prelats, fince religion and they ſure- 


ly were never inſuchamity. They rather arethe men who have 
wounded religion, and their ſtripes muſt heale her. I might al- 
fo tell them, what Era in Sophocles, a wile Virgin anſwer'd 
her wicked Mother who thought her ſelfe too violently reprov'd 
by her the daughter. | Ts 
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. T'&: you that ſay it, not F, yeu do the deeds, 
 Andyour nngoaly aceds finde me the words, 

If therefore the Remonſrant complaine of libels, it is becauſe 
he feels them to be right aim'd. ForlT ask againe as before in the 
animadverfions, how long is it ſince he hath dif-reliſhe libe's ? 
we never heard the leaſt mutter of his voice againſt thetn while 
they flew abroad without controul or check defaming the Scots 
and Puritans. And yet hecan remember ofnure but Lyſimachs 
Nicaner, and that he miſlikt and cenſur'd. No more but of one can 
the Remonſtrantremembert Whatif 1 j-ut him in; minde of one 
more? What if of one more whereof the Remonſtrant in many 


ikely hoods may be thought the author? Did he never ſee a Pam-

Vin-gar im the inte 1s. there the antidote of Vs- 


pers. Laughing 1na religious controverſie is there a thrifty phyſick 
Foexpell his melancholy. In the meane time theteftimony of Sir 
. Francis Bacow was not miſalledg'd, complaining that libels on 
the Biſhops part were utter'd openly ; and if he hop'tthe Prelats 


bad no intelligence with the libellowrs, he delivers it but as his fa- 
vourable Opinion. But had he Contr adicged him (cite, how could 
I affoil him here, more then alictle before , where I know not 
how. by, entangling himſelfe, he leaves an aſperſiou upon Job, 
which by: any. clſc.I never heard laid to his charge. For having 
affiem'd that. ihere is no, greater confufion then the confounding of j:ſt 
ard. earneſt, preſently he brings the example of 0b glancing at- 
concetrs of mirth,, when be ſate among the people with the gravity of 
4 Tudge.upon him.

It now 
theretore they be perfſi'd wich bad words, who perfccuted O- 
thers with bad deeds, it is a way tolefſentumult rather then co 
encreaic it ; when as anger thus freely vented ſpends it ſelte, ere 
it break wut inco ation, though Aachiavel whom he cites , or 
any Machiavillian Prieft think the contrary. 

Seft. 3. Now Readers I bring ye to his third Seton ; where. 
in very cautiouſly, and no more then needs, 1cft I ſhould take 
him for ſo;ne Chaplaine at hand , ſome Squire of the body to 
his Prelat, onethat ſerves not at the Altar only, butat the Cuurt 
cup board, he will beftow on us a pretty modell of himſelfe;

not adhering too laxily tothe truth, when God warn'd himof his 
halting in idolatry ? do we reade that he repented haſtily ? did 
not his aff:&ions lead him haſtily from anexamin'd truth, how 
much more would they lead him floawly to it ? Yet this man be- 
yond a Stoick apathy ſees truth as ina rapture, andcleaves to it. 


| Not as through the dim glafle of his affeQions which in this frail 


manſion ot fle(h are.ever unequally temper'd, puſhing forward to 
error, and keeping back from truth oft times the beſt of men. 
But how farre this boaſter is from knowiag-himfelfe, let his Pre- 
face ſpeake. Something I thought it was thatmade him ſo quick- 


lighred to gather ſuch ſtrangethings out of the Animadvertions, 


whereof the leaſt conception could not be drawne from thence, 


of Subarb | ks, ſometimes out of wit and cloaths, ſometimes in 


new Serge, drinking Sack,, and ſwearing, now T know it was this 
equall temper; of his afte&ions that gave him to ſee clearer then 
any fenell rab'd Serpent.

T hey by 
their owne wickednefle ruining their owne unjuſt autority make 
roome for geaod to ſucceed. Bat he by a ſbew of good upholding 
the evill which in them undoes it ſelfe, hinders 'the good which 
they by accident let in. Their manifctt-crimes'(erveto bring forth 
: an enſuing good and haſten a remedy againft themfelves,and his 
; ſeeming good tends to reinforce their ſelfe-puniſhing crimes and 
; his owne, by doing his beſ} to delay allredreffe. Shall not all 
| themiſchiefe which othermen do, be laydto his charge, if they - 
doe it by rhet unchurchlike' power which he defends? Chrift 
faith, he that « not with me 1s agaisſt me, axd he that gatbers xs: 
it with me ſcatters. In what degree of enmity to Chriſt ſhall wee 
| | placethat manthen,, who ſois with him, as that it makes more

againſt him, and ſo gathers with him, that it ſcatters more from 


him ? ſhall it availe that man to ſay he honours the Martyrs me- 
mory and treads in their ſteps ? Nvzthe Phariſees confeſt as much 
of the holy Prophets. Let him and ſuch as he when they arein 
their beft a&ions even at their prayers looks to heare that which 
he Phariſees heard. from oh» the Bapriſt when they leaſt expe- 
bred, when they rather lookt for praiſe from him. Generation of 
Vipers who hath warn®d Je to flee from the wrath to come ? Now 
that ye have ſtated back from the purity of Scripture which is 
the only rule of reformation, to the old vomit of your traditi- 
ons, now that ye have e.cher troubl'd or leyen'd the people of 
God , and the dodrine of the Goſpell wich ſcandalousceremo- 
nies and maflſe- borrow'd Liturgies, doe: ye turne theulſe of that 
eruch which ye profeſſe,to countenancethat falſhood which ye 
gaice by ? We allo reverence the Martyrs butrelye only upon 
the Scriptures. And why we ought not to relye upon the Mar- 
tyrs I hall be content wit h ſuch reaſons as my confuter himſelfe 
affords me ; who 1s I mult needs fay tor him in that point as offi- 
cious an adverſary as I would wiſh toany man. For firf, faith

deere affeRion to the publick good, T ſhall begin at that which 
made them lixelieſt in the eyes of good men to efte& thoſe 


things for the recovery of decay'd religion and the Commorn« 
_ wealth, which they who were Þeit minded had long wiſh for, 


but few, as thetimes then were deſperat, had the courage to hope 
for. Firſt theretore the molt of thei being either of ancienrand 
high Nobilicy, or at leaſt of knowne and well reputed anceſtry, 
which is a great advantage tuwards vertue one way, but in rc= 
ſpc@of weith, caſe, and flattery, whieh accompanies a nice and 
tender education, is as much a hindrance another way, the good 
which lay before them they took, 1n imicating the worthieſt of 
their progenitors, and the evill which affaulted their younger 
yeares by the temptation of riches, high birth, and thatuſuall 
bringing ap. perhaps too favourable and too remiſle, through 
the ſireÞ$prh of an inbred goodnefle, and with the helpe of divine 
grace,that hid markt them out for no meane purpoſes,they nobly 
ovetcame.

places , which were intended to be the ſeed plots of piety and the 
Libecall Arts, bat were become the nurſeries of:uperſtition, amd 


empty 
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empty ipecolation, as they were proſperous againſt thoſs vices 
which grow upon youth out of idlenelle and friperfuity, fo were 


they happy in worang oft the harimes of their abuſed ſtudies and. 
Tabours ;corre&ing by the clearneffe of their owne judgement 


the errors of their mil-inſtru&ion, and were as David was, wiſer 
then their teachers. And although their lot fell into ſuch times, 
and to be bred in luch places, where it they chanc'tto be taughc 


any thing good, or of their own accord had learn tir,they might 


{ce thar preſently yntaugtt them by the cultome and ill eximple 


_ of their-elders, ſojfirre in all probability was their youth fxom 


being mill:d by the fingle power of example, as theic riper years 
were knowns to be unmov'd with the baits of preferment, and 
undaunted for any diſcouragement and terror which appear'd 
often to thoſe that lov'd religion, and their native liberty. 
Which two things God hath 1nfeparably knic together, and 
hath ditclos'd to us that they who ſeek to corrupt our religion 
are the ſame that would inthrall onr civill liberty. Thus in the 
midſt of all diſadyantages and diſreſpects (ſome allo atlaſt nor 


without impriionment and open diſgraces inthe cautfe of their _ 
countrey) havinp given proofe of themſelves to be better made 


and fram'd by nature to the love and praftiſe of vertue, then o- 
thers under the holieſt precepts and beſt examples have been 


head{trong and prone to vice, and havingin all thetrialls of a 
ficme ingrafted honeſty not oftner buckl'd in the confli&, thea 
iv'n every oppoſition the foile, this moreover was added by fa- 
vour from heav'n, as an ornament and happineſle to their yertue, 


that it ſhould be neither obſcure in the opinton of men, nor e= 
clipit for want of matter cquall to illuſtrat it ſelfe ; God and man 


conſenting in joynt approbation to chooſe them out as wor-' 


thicft above others to be both the great reformers of theChurch, 


and the reſtorers of the Common-wealth, Nor did they deceave - 


that expe&ation which with the eyes and deſires of their coun= 
rey was fixt upon them; for no ſooner did the force of fo much 
united excellence meet in one globe of brightneſle and efficacy, 
but. encountring the dazl'd reſiſtance of tyranny, they gave 
not oyer, though their enemies were ſtrong and futtle, till they 
had laid her groveling upon rhe fatallblock. With one ftroke 
winning againe our loſt liberties and Charters, which our fore- 
fathers after ſo many battels could ſcarce maintaine. And meet- 
ing next, as-1 may ({o reſemble, with the ſecond life of 72s 
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(for (he was growne an ambiguons monſtzr, and tobe ſ]iine in 
two ſhapes) guarded with ſupe: ftirion which hath no ſmall pow- 
'er tO Captivate the minds ot men otherwiſe molt wiſe, they net- 
ther were taken with her mitec'd hypocrite, nor teirit'd with \ 
the puth of her beſtiall hornes, bar breaking them immediately "0 
forc't her to unbend the pontificall brow, and recoite. Which f 
repulſe only, given tothe Prelats (that we may imagine how hap- 14 
py their removall would be ) was the producement of fuch glori» | 
ous effe&s and contfequences in the Church, thatif 1 ſhould com- 1.30 
_ pare them with thoſe exployts of higheſt fame in Poems and P,- | 
negyricks of old, I amcertaine it would but dimituſh and impaire 
theic worth, who are now my argument. For thoſe ancient wor- 
thies deliver d men from ſuch tyrants as were content to inforce 
only an cutward obedience, letting the minde be as free as it 
could. But thele have freed us from a doCrine of tyranny thar 
offer*d violence and corruption even to the inward perſuaſion. 
They et at liberty- Nations and Cities of men good and bad 
mixt together : but theſe opening the priſons and dungeons cal'd 
out of darkneſfe and bonds, the ele Martyrs and witneſſes of 
their Redeemer. They reſtor'd the body to eafe and wealth : 
but theſe the oppreſt conſcience to that ftteedome which is the 
chiefe prerogative of the Goſpell; taking off thoſe cruell bur- 
dens impos'd not by neceſlity, as other tyrants are wont for the 
ſafeguard of their lives, but Tid upon our necks by the ſtrange 
wiltulnefſe and wantonneſle of a needleffe and jolly perſecuter 
| cali*d Indifference. Laſtly, ſome of thoſe ancient deliverers have 
had immortall praiſes for preſerving their citizens from a famine 
of corne. But thefe by this only repulle of an unholy hierarchy 
_ almoſt in a moment repleniſht with ſaving knowledge their 
countrey nigh famiſht for want of that which ſhould feed their 
: ſouls. All this being done while two armies in the field ſtood ga- 
” zingon, the one 1n reverence of ſuch noblenefſe quietly gave 
| back; and diflodg'd ; the other ſpight of the unrulinefle, and 
doubted fidelity in ſome regiments, was cither perſwaded or 
compel['d to disband and retire homes. With ſuch a majeſty had 
their wiſdome begirtit ſelfe,that whereas athers had levied warre 
to ſubdue a nation that ſougtt for peace, they fitting here in 
| peacecould ſo many mites extend the force of their lingle words 
as to overawe the difſolute ſtoutneſſe of an armed power ſecretly 
ſiict'd op and almoſt bird :gainſt them. And having by afſo- 
: lemne 
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lemne proteſtation vow'd themiclves and the kipgſome anewto 


God and his ſervice, and by a prucent. forefighe above what 


their [Fathers thought on. prevented the c6ifioluction and truftra- 
ting of their defignes by an untime!y breazing up, nutwith- 
ſtanding all the treaſoncus plocs agoinlt them, all the-rumourg 
either ot rebellion, or invaſion, they have not bin yer brought to 
change their conltant reſo}ation, ever to think tcarlefly of their 
owne lateries, and hopelully of the Com non-wealth. Which. 
bath gain'd them ſuch an admiration from ail god men, that 
row they heare it as their ord'oary ſurname, to be ſaJuted the 
Fathers of their countrey; and fit as gods among daily Pecicions 
and publick thanks flowin» inupon theme. Which doth lo little 
yet exalt them in cheirown thoughts, that with all gentle affa- 
bilicy and curteous acceptance thev both receave and returne that 
tribute of thanks which is tender'd them ; reſtifying their zeale 
and delire to ſpend themſelves as it were peice-meale upon the 
grievances and wrongs of their diltreficd Nation. Infomuch 
that the meaneſt art:zinsand labourers, at other tlines alſo wo- 
men, and ofen the younger ſort of ſervants affembling wich 
their complaints, and that ſometimes in a lefſe humble guiſe 
then for petitioners, have gone with conhdence, that neither 
their meannefſe would be rejeked, nor their fmplicity con- 
temn'd, nor yer their urgency diltaſted either by the dignity, 
wiſdome, or moderation of that ſupreme Senate; nor did they 
depart unſatisfi'd. And indeed, if we conſider the generall cons 
courſe of ſuppliants, the free and ready admittance, the willing 
and ſpeedy redrefſe in what js poſſible, it will nvt ſeeme-much o- = 
therwiſe, then as if fore divine commiſhon from heav'n were de- 
icended to take into hearing and conimilſeration the long reme- 
dilefle AM Rions of this kingdome ; were it not that none more 


| then themſelves labour to remove and divert fuch thoughts, leſt 


men fkould place too much confidence in their perfons, ſtill re- 
ferring us and our prayers to him that can grantall. and appoint- 
ing the monthly return of publick faſts and ſupplications.There- 
fore the more they ſecke ro humble themſelves, the more dues 
God by manifeſt fignes and teſtimonies vifid]y honour their pro 
ceedings; and ſets them as the mediators of this his cov*nanc 
which he offers us to renews Wicked men daily confpire their 
hurt, and it comes t> nothing, rebellion rages ta our Ttifh Pro

They who chaſe away all the faithfull Shep--- 
heards of the flocke, and bring in a dearth of fpirituall 
food, robbing thereby the: Church of her deareſt treaſure, 
and ſending heards of ſouls ſtarviing to Hell, while they 
ſeaſt and riot upon the labours of hireling Curats, con< 
ſuming and purloyning even that which by: theic founda- 
tion 18 allow'd, and left to the poore, and to repa- 
rations of the Church. Theſe are they who have bound 
the land with the ſinne of Sacrilege; . from which mor- 
| tall ingagement wee (hall never be free, till wee. have to- 
tally remov'd with one labour as one individuall thing 
Prelaty and Sacrilege, And herein will the King be a true 
defender of the Fatth,, not by paring or lefIning, but by 
diſtributing in due ne the maintenance of the 
Ghurch, that all parts of the Land may: equally partake 
the plentiiull and dHigent preaching of the faith, the ſcan- 
dall of Ceremonies thrown: out, that delude and circum- 
vent the faith. And che uſtrpatian of Prelats [laid level}, 
who are in words. the. Fathers, -but in their deeds the op+ 
pugners of the faith. This is that which wilt beft con- 
firme him in that glorious title.  Thus.yee-bave heard, 
Readers, how many fhitts and wiles the Prelats have in- 
vented 'ta fave their-i}- got booty. And if it be-rrue, as in 
Scriptore it is fotetold, that pride and covetouſnefle are the: 
ſure maikes of thote falte Prophets: whicſ are to come, then 
boldly conclude theſe to bee as great ſedueery, as any of 
the Jatter times. For betweene. this and the judgement 
day, doe not looke for any arch deceavers who in _ſpight' 
of reformation will uſe more craft , or feffe: ſhame'to de- 
_ fend their love of the world, and their: ambition, then theſs 
Prelats have done. And if yee thinke that foundoneſſe of 
reaſon, or what farce of argument ſoever, will bring them 
to an ingenuous filence; yee think that which wilh never- 
be. Bur if ye take that courſe:which Era/mici was wont - 
to lay £/tger toore againſt the Pope and: Monks , if: yee-

denounce warre againſt their Mirers and their bellies, ye 
ſhall foon difcerne that 7#rbast of pride which they weare 
npon their heads to be no helmet of ſalvation, but the meere 
mettle and horn-work of Papall juriſdi&ion ; and thar 
they have alſo this guift, like a certaine kinde of ſome 
that are poſfſeſt, to have their voice in their bellies, which 

| being well drain'd and taken downe, their great Oracle, 
which 1s only there, will ſoone be dumbe, and the D:- 
vine right of Epiſcopacy torthwith expiring, will put us 
no more to trouble with tedious antiquities and diſputes.
